She said that outside town 
Bryan tied Dennis' hands mid 
kept them tied until he promised 
not to try and run away. 

The 25-year-old Bryan made 
the request for an attorney when 
he appeared before Commissioner 
Fritz Windhorst for a hearing 
regarding his removal to South 
Carolina: W1nair6rst~ga'veTBtyan 
until Monday to obtain counsel.

The 
Capital firm competes with TV 
Cable In providing programs car- 
ried over San Antonio stations 
to Austin homes by means of 
cables. 

The only question about the 
agreement that was relevant to 
Its decision, the FCC said, was 
whether It gave KTBC the power 
to require Capital Cable to black 
out programs carried by the sta- 
tion.

City Manager H. L. Derrick has made 
some proposals to the city commission 
that m erit what he asks— complete in- 
vestlgaEIbnTHis suggestion for building 
a new structure to house the police and 
fire departments is particularly attrac- 
tive. The present police station and fire 
station are obsolete and definitely aren't 
a credit to the city. Mr. Derrick's pro- 
posal should be considered a step for- 
ward for the community. 

T en t atively, lie proposes-such-a joint 

building would be constructed adjacent 
to the. present city hall. The suggestion 
has a good deal of merit, not only from 
the standpoint of better liaison, but it has 
the suggestion for some excellent econ- 
omies. For instance, with the city hall 
and fire and police stations all located 
together, it might be possible to have 
a joint heating and air-conditioning 
plant that would be more economical to 
operate than the present heating in three 
separate buildings. 

There also may be merit in Mr. Der- 
rick's suggestion that perhaps the city 
should return to the garbage-collection 
task. At present, garbage is being col- 
lected under a contract with a sanitation 
firm. The contract is scheduled to expire 
next year and Mr. Derrick has advised 
the city commission to investigate all 
facets of the probjetio. It's good advice 
and the city commission would do well 
to instigate such an investigation. 

Mr. Derrick talks of problems at the 
sanitary fill and the fact that available 
fill area is being exhausted at a fast 
rate. He also notes the city has received 
numerous complaints under the present 
system. If the service is unsatisfactory, 
rt he ci ty B hbuld-haveh^maana^of-aaauring 
the necessary improvement. 

On the other side of the coin, many 
residents have discovered the present 
system much, more satisfactory than the 
old plan under which garbage was col- 
lected in city-owned trucks- operated by 
city employes. No amount of protest to 
city officials under the former plan ever 
seemed to bring any change for the 
better. - 

It makes no difference what system is 
employed to collect garbage, the goal re- 

-mains the same — complete and prompt 
removal of trash and garbage. And no 
resident should ever be placed in the po-

But 
we are opposed to the waste and needless for- 
eign policy frustration caused by the oareless 
and sometimes corrupt administration of Amer- 
ica's foreign aid program . 

But, the book deals in facts. For the past 31 
years, the United States has poured more than 
100 billion dollars Into Its foreign aid program. 
By 1963, the list of recipient countries had 
grown to 109. leaving only eight countries In the 
whole of the free world which were not getting 
some form of American subsidy. Even the rich, 
fully recovered nations In Western Europe, plus 
Japan, were still receiving sizable grants of 
military equipment and supplies.

Just a year ago the tone 
Khrushchev took on the proposed 
nuclear . test-ban treaty was so

were ready to give up. They 
were saying that until the Rus- 
sian-Chinese split could be re 
solved Khrushchev could . do 
nothing. Although It was not 
known at the time, this was be- 
hind the pessimism of President 
Kennedy's press conference state- 
ment of May S. Saying he saw 
little hope for a test-ban agree- 
ment, we went on: 

"... If we don't get It now I 
would think generally perhaps 
the genie ts out of the bottle and 
we will not ever get him back 
In." 

In the continuing Khrushchev 
correspondence there was, how- 
ever, one small opening. ' While 
discounting the possibility It 
would do any good, " the Soviet 
premier said tha"t If the Presi- 
dent wanted to send a "special 
emissary" to Moscow he could do 
so. 

Kennedy decided to take ad- 
vantage of that small opening. 
He sent Under Secretary ot State 
Averell Harriman as his "special 
emissary." Harriman, who had 
followed the exchange with keen 
interest, did not know whether 
he would be received by Khrush- 
chev. Out of that mission came 
the negotiations leading to the 
signing of the treaty. 

The lesson of this Is plain In 
President Johnson's correspond- 
ence with Khrushchev. Johnson 
made two hitherto undisclosed 
proposals to the premier. One 
was for a common peacetime use 
— a project shared perhaps by the 
three nuclear powers, Britain, the

This was revealed by WHO 
studies of statistics from 22 de 
velopcd countries Including West 
Berlin and 13 developing na- 
tions, the latter Including Japan 
In the richer nations, heart 
disease was the main cause of 
all deaths In all 22 countries. 
Cancer took second place In 19 
strokes third in 19, accidents 
fourth in 14 and Influenza and

These diseases vary from coun- 
try to country, however, and the 
major killers range from tuber- 
culosis and gastro-lntestlnal dis- 
eases to measles and malaria.

-Hofla's Legal 
Cost Income 

WASHINGTON. April SO (DPI— 
The federal government will de- 
mand that James R~ Holfa pay 
Income taxes on money given 
him by the Teamsters' unlon_$o 
pay legal expenses during his re- 
cent Jury tampering trial. It w«s 
learned authoritatively Wednes- 
day , 

The Internal revenue service 
was reported to regard the pay- 
ment part'of Hoffa'a Income for 
tax purposes. 

Hoffa,. president of the giant 
Teamsters* union, 1« now on trial 
In Chicago on fraud charges In 
connection with 20 million dol- 
lars worth of loans from a pen- 
sion fund run by labor-manage- 
ment trustees. 

He was convicted of Jury-flx- 
lng In Chattanooga, Tenn.. and 
sentenced to eight years In prison 
but Is free on bond pending ap- 
peal. 

A 1063 tax court decision de- 
claring that union-paid legal ex- 
penses are taxable was consid- 
ered applicable to Holfa's case. 

Hoffa already has been cut 
off from additional costs of his 
legal defense because of a dis- 
pute within the Teamsters' 15-' 
man executive board. 

Two vice presidents challenged 
the payments on grounds they 
violate federal law governing the 
way union officials must handle 
funds. 

Hoffa then asked that no more 
money from the union treasury 
be made available for his legal 
expenses. The Teamsters' consti- 
tution provides that such ex- 
penses may be paid If a ma- 
jority of th*> executive board ap- 
proves. 




Russ Allege 
Chinese Flee 
Mainland 

MOSCOW. April 30 (WO— The 
Soviet Union accused Communist 
China Wednesday of causing 
more than a million disgruntled 
refugees to flee to the "hell of 
Hong Kong." It Issued a virtual 
appeal to the 18 million members 
of the Peking communist party 
to curb their leader, Mao Tze- 
tung. 

The Soviet government news- 
paper Iirvestla said the Chinese 
refugees were looking for a better 
life because "the economy Is 
getting worse and worse and the 
people are getting poorer" on 
mainland China. 

It was the first such printed 
reference here to the mass ex- 
odus of refugees from Communist 
China to the British crown colony 
of Hong Kong. 

The Isvestla attack followed a 
bitter 8.000-word editorial In the 
communist party newspaper 
Pravda that launched the first 
formal step of a Soviet "de-Mao- 
lxatlon" campaign. 

The Pravda editorial Indicated 
the Kremlin leadership has be- 
gun to fashion an Image of Mao 
— that or a self-appointed Stalin 
type, the inscrutable Oriental 
despot who Issues "Infallible" 
edicts and exacts unquestioned 
obedience. 

But the Soviets did not go so 
far as r . he rthlnfM whn h a ve 



demanded Premier Nlkita 8. 
Khrushchev's ouster from the 
Soviet leadership. 

The two articles were the lat- 
est broadsides on the political 
and Ideological warfare between 
the two giants of world com- 
munism. 

. Western observers saw the new 
phase or the Clash as another 
Indication of the hopelessness of 
efforts by some European com- 
munist parties to try to mediate 
the Moscow-Peking feud. 

The twin attacks marked the 
first t|me the Soviets have de- 
livered ay comprehensive criticism 
of Chinese internal policy.

Towns along the Animas river 
in Colorado and New Mexico, 
where a uranium mill dumps Its 
wastes, learn their drinking wa- 
ter contains 40 to 160 per cent 
more than maximum safety lev- 
els of radioactivity.

T h e c ountry' s le. il lng hyrtmlo- .. 

gists agree that the country's Alaska, 
water resources are abundant 
enough to handle future emer- 
gencies. But they stress that If a 
full-scale water crisis Is to be 
avoided, proper research and pos 
Itlve management of national 

- water resources must be substi 
tuted for present Indifference on 
the part of the US. population. 

Oreater amounts of water will 
also be needed for flood control, 
pollution abatement, navigation 
channels, wildlife preservation 
and recreational needs. 

And overriding the basic prob- 
lem of supply and demand Is the 
ticklish question of water quality 
which has been plaguing scien- 
tists more and more over the last 

The " late President John T 
Kennedy called the pollution 
situation "a national disgrace.' 
"Pollution of our country's rlv 
ers and streams," he told con- 
gress In early 1963, "has reached 
alarming proportions. 

Presently, there Is Irrefutable 
evidence that the United States 
is poisoning Its waters with 
chemical bug killers, qulclc -suds- 
ing detergents, radioactive wastes, 
slaughter house remains, un- 
treated municipal and industrial 
sewage, oil well brine, pulp mill 
.ririn and tons ot sl it from hlgh- 

way and building projects. 

Says Oordon McCallum. chief 
of the U.S. public health service's 
division of water supply and pol- 
lution control: 

"In city after city, drinking 
water becomes less palatable as 
mora and more chemicals are 
added to rid It of pollutants. 
Miles of streams, bays and esu- 
arles are lost each year to fish 
mad Wildlife, to fishing and 
swimming because of unsightly, 
smelly and actually dangerous 
• eewioge and Industrial wastes 
clogging til. water."

Enforcement actions have thus 
far been brought against over 380 
cities. Including New York, Pitts- 
burgh and Portland, Ore., and 
also against several Industrial 
giants. 

Congress aljp tackled the wa- 
ter shortage problem. The sen- 
ate's select committee on nation- 
al water resources, choired by the 
late Robert S. Kerr. D.. Okla., 
released the results of a monu- 
mental two-year study ol the na- 
tion's future water needs In 1961. 

The committee reported U.S. 
water demands will double by 
1980. triple by the year 2000. 
Right now, the country Is using 
about half the water It can trap. 

Price tag on the committee's 
proposed sweeping program of 
new industrial and municipal 
sewage works was M billion dol- 
lars. 

It also noted that five areas In 
the country could run out of wa- 
ter by 1080 unless adequate steps 
were soon taken. The areas: the 
-rjppmr-Wssourt^T lv cr . the*., — 
Bio Grande and Colorado rivers, 
the Colorado basin, Lower Call 
fornla and the Oreat Basin be 
tween the Rocky and Sierra Ne- 
vada mountains. 

Early in April, the senate sub- 
committee on western water 
development began evaluating a 
mammoth proposal to divert 
water from Alaskan rivers 
through Canada to the south- 
western and mldweetern United 
States. This Is the distance from 
Sweden to Egypt. 

This could fit hand-ln-hand 
with a corps of engineers project' 
now on the drawing boards to 
build the largest dam In North 
America at Rampart rapids on 
the Yukon river In north-central 



The Rampart dam would cre- 
ate a reservoir slightly larger 
than Lake Erie, the 12th largest 
Inland body of water on Earth. 

The striking now about these 
two 100-blUlon-dollar proposals 
not their size. But the fact 
they're even being considered. 

'Desperation breeds daring,'* 
says one of the country's leading 
hydrologlsts. "Most of the people 
In .the nation couldn't care lees 
about our water shortage prob- 
lem. But In 20 years It could be 
acute enough to take * glant-alze 
project like Rampart to cure It." 

Americans have always taken 
for granted that the United 
States was blessed with a cheap, 
plentiful water supply. New de- 
mands for expanding Industry 
and population, coupled with an 
unwarranted abuse of water and 
streams by pollution, should 
smash this smug attitude 

Industry, home, and farms 
already use over 300 billion 
gallons dally. This figure will 
triple by the time that today 'j 
children are buying thev own 
homes. 

Building the dams and res 
ervolrs to accommodate needed 
water la simple compared to the 
problem of acquiring the land 
tn art as a ftl ant saucer. Par ti 



cularly tn New England ui. 
Middle Atlantic states — where 
residents can trace their family 
real estate back for several hun- 
dred years — It Is difficult to 
persuade families to give up 
their homes to build a dam. 

The late Sen. Robert S. Kerr. 
D.. Okla., was concerned about 
apparent public Indifference to 
the water pollution problem. 
Shortly before his death, he told 
banquet audience 
'I believe that If moat of you 
got an analysis of the water you 
drink, you would be shocked and 
uneasy. The result might even 
drive you to drink — but not 
water."

— You bring up a hot topic that 
has been batted around for years 
and undoubtedly will be argued 
far into the future: "How much 
stock should a director own?" 

There's no pat answer for this. 
— Remember-* that the^-membera 
of a company's board of directors 
are elected by stockholders. If 
they don't do a good Job of set- 
ting company policy and direct- 
ing the affairs of the company, 
they can be dumped. 

Yes. we know that It Is very 
difficult to defeat the election of 
"management" directors — those 
already on the' board. Let's not 
get Into a discussion of the Im- 
perfections of "corporate democ- 
racy." 

In some cases directors own a 
great deal of stock. Some direc- 
tors own very little. Sometimes a 
person who owns only a small 
amount of stock, personally, will 
be nominated and elected to the 
board because he represents a 
group that owns a large amount. 

Sometimes a director will be 
elected because of business con- 
tacts, knowledge of certain sub- 
jects or for some other thing 
that can help the company. Very 
often top officers of a company 
are elected directors. 

This Is not to say that all di- 
rectors are perfect or that all are 
pulling their weight In "direct- 
ing" companies. But most do 
their Joba well. 

Q. If only I had Invested $1,000 
In Control Data stock in 1057, 
that Investment would be worth 
more than $250,000 now. If I 
missed that one, there have been 
a number of consolation prizes 
that would now be worth $100,000 
or more. 

Are there any advisory services 
which pick growth stocks such as 
these? 

A. O.K.. take your tongue out 
of your cheek. There are any 
number of advisory services 
which try (and I stress TRY) to 
spot stocks such as that. You pay 
a fee to such a service and that 
service sands you "recommenda- 
tions." 

But, honestly, you know what 
would happen if any such advis- 
ory services came across a sure 
way of picking big winners all 
the time. The people who run the 
servloe would retire — filthy rich. 

Let's look at Control Data. The 
record book shows that the com- 
mon stock of that company was 
quoted around $1 a share in the 
over-the-counter market In the 
latter part of 1067. So, $1,000 
would have bought you 1,000 
shares — If you were lucky enough 
to spot it. 

When this stock was split, 
three for one, in 1961, those 1,000 
shares would have become 3,000 
shares. This stock was first listed 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
un March 6-. -r963r-Ifr took- rrff In a 
wild, speculative splurge. 

It was all the way up to 
$113375 a share In December, 
1963. At that point, your 3,000 
shares would have had a market 
value of $340,125. 

As often happens with high 
flyers, the market price took a 
big drop— to $74.25 a share and 
has since recovered to about $90.

CENTO Eyes 
Danger of 
Subversives 

WASHINGTON. April 30 (DPI)— 
Foreign ministers of the Central 
Treaty organization (CENTO) 
conducted Wednesday that the 
communist military threat 
•gainst their nations appeared 
to have receded but danger from 
subversive activities remains 
"acute." 

Their assessment emerged from 
• communique on their two-day 
meeting here and a news con- 
ference by Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk. 

The CENTO alliance Is com- 
posed of Iran, Pakistan. Turkey 
and Great Britain, with the 
United States participating as an 
"observer." 

The five-nation communique 
expressed "deep concern" over 
the fighting on Cyprus and de- 
clared an "earnest desire" for 
au Imm e diate end to t h e vlo lo n cs- 
In accordance with United Na- 
tions resolution. 

Rusk told "a news conference 
following the meetings that the 
CENTO ministers felt the threat 
of "direct military assault" 
against the CENTO region from 
the Reds had "receded" since the 
organization was formed in 19M 

But Rusk sold he told the 
CENTO meeting that thoURh 
there has been "some improve- 
ment" In the atmosphere of East- 
West relations, "very large and 
explosive questions" still remain 
unanswered between the Soviet 
Bloc and the West. 

Rusk said more public atten 
tlon should be paid to what he 
called the "submerged work" of 
a CENTO In the field of eco- 
noml c deve lopment. This has 
Included' highway projects, port 
development, a railroad project 
to link the existing rail i.ystems 
of Iran and Turkey and micro- 
wave and high frequency tele- 
communications projects Unking 
the CENTO region. 

CENTO Secretary General Dr. 
Abbas All Khalatbary. of Iron 
told newsmen that a prime ex- 
ample Of subversive efforts 
against the CENTO region Li a 
propaganda effort waged by com- 
munist countries Including Red

The long-time contender from California and the former 
world heavyweight champi on from New^York signed 
■ Wednesday for a 12-round 

bout to be staged outdoors 
in Stockholm's Solna stadi- 
um on Sunday afternoon, 
July 5. 

"I've been dreaming of fight- 
ing him for seven years, ever 
since he first won the champion- 
ship," said the handsome 31- 
year-old Machen, who has turned 
tiger In a string of knockouts 
since coming out of a mental 
tallspln that put him In a hos- 
pital. "This Is a big step, maybe 
a step to a title fight." 

It's also a big one for Patter- 
son, one he has to win to realize 
his grand design. 

"If I beat Machen. I think I 
should get a title bout with Cas- 
sius Clay. And If I win that one 
I want to fight Sonny Llston 
again. Then rll retire," Patter- 
son said. 

Machen had an earlier key 
bout In Sweden, a first-round 
knockout loss to Ingemar Jo- 
hansson in 1958. The victory was 
the handsome Swede's spring- 
board to his title match with 
Patterson. 

Patterson also knows Sweden. 
His- last bout was in Stockholm, 
a TKO over Italy's 8anto Amon- 
tl Jan. 6. That was the ex- 
champ's only action since his 
two first-round kayo losses to 
Sonny Listen, In 1982 and 1983. 

Patterson wouldn't say what 
his end will be but a good guess 
Is 35 per cent of everything — 
gate, television, radio and mov- 
ies.

Russ Won't 
Attend China 
May Day Fun 

TOKYO. April 30 (Thursday) 
(DPD — The Soviet Union has de- 
clined Communist China's Invita- 
tion ' m Lhls v e ai ' s May ilav cel e-" 
bratlons. Radio Peking said to- 
day. 

The Communist Chinese broad- 
cast, heard here, said the Soviet 
Union at the same time with- 
drew Its May day Invitation sent 
to Red' China on April 7. 

The All-China Federation of 
Trade Unions subsequently on 
April 25 sent a cable to the So- 
viet Workers council protesting 
the Soviet action. 

In the cable. It said the So- 
viet Workers council was "un- 
warranted In unilaterally" can- 
celing the traditional exchange 
visits of their delegations to their 
respective May day celebrations. 

The Soviet action Is "most un- 
precedented and regrettable in 
disrupting the wishes ot the 
workers and people ot both 
countries In joining to celebrate 
this workers' festival," the cable 
■aid. 

Last year the delegations of 
Red china and the Soviet Union 
attended their respective May 
day celebrations. This year with 
the exception of Yugoslavia 
seven nations plus Mongolia had 
Invited the Chinese delegations 
to their May day festivals, radio 
— Peking said

BOISE, April 30 Wl— The de- 
portment of law enforcement re- 
ported Tuesday that only 3.7 per 
cent of driver* Involved In the 
20,960. Idaho auto collisions In 
1963 were uninsured* 

Safety TReaponatblllty Division 
Director Ken McCoy said Idaho 
ranks high among states In the 
percentage of all drivers who car- 
ry Insurance, about 93 per cent. 

He fiaid-ihe figures show that 
the state's safety responsibility 
law Is effective, and there Is no 
need for a compulsory Insurance 
law. 

Compulsory Insurance, he said, 
would bring administrative head- 
aches for county officials who 
would have to keep records. He 
added that states with compul- 
sory Insurance laws have lower 
percentages of Insured than Ida- 
ho. 

The 20,960 collisions were an 
Increase from the 18,544 of 1062. 

McCoy said he prefers the word 
collisions to accidents, because 
"the public hides behind the 
word accident. They weren't ac- 
cidents If they weren't unavoid- 
able." 

The safety responsibility law 
requires all drivers Involved In 
collisions Involving property dam- 
age of over $100 or Injuries to 
show proof of financial responsi- 
bility In a report to the state 
within 60 days. 

McCoy said proof of respon 
slblllty can Include Insurance, 
deposit of money to cover pos- 
sible damages, an agreement to 
pay damages and a court Judg 
ment freeing the motorist from 
liability. 

"The law doesn't require that 
people pay each other," he said, 
"and we don't attempt to say who 
was responsible." 

McCoy said 1,903 drivers had 
licenses suspended In 1063 for 
failure to comply with the law. 
He said S8S were reinstated after 
showing responsibility. 

MoCoy said only 1,251 of the 
drivers were uninsured. Some 
were suspended simply because 
they failed to report within the 
60>day period. , 

He said 2.811 drivers had their 
licenses suspended for reckless 
or drunken driving. After sus- 
pension, drivers must moke re- 
ports to the department for three 
years showing that they are In- 
sured. 

McCoy said the law gives pro- 
tection to the driving public 
■gainst losses for accidents that 
aren't their fault. 

"We have come a long way 
from the day when anyone with 
, oh old Jalopy and a gallon of gas 
could get out on the road," he 
eajd.

U. S. Factory 
Brews Deadly 
Nerve Gas 



NEWPORT. Ind., April 3U 
In a cloistered complex of build- 
ings on a hill In western Indi- 
ana, the United States brews 
and bottles one of war's deadliest 
weapons. 

It Is nerve gas. a stealthy 
assassin that la odorless, taste- 
less and virtually invisible. A 
drop, breathed or soaked Into 
the skin, can kill. 

At the end of an assembly line 
laced with 40 miles of pipes, the 
liquefied gas Is poured into 
rockets, land mines and artil- 
lery shells-destination secret. 

The facility, housed in a for- 
mer atomic energy lnstallatloo^ 
now known as the Newport/ 
chemical plant, is 'the nation's 
major supply center for nerve 
gas. It has been In operation 24 
hours a day for three years. 

Details on the gas are secret. 

An army publication says only 
that the gas can "cause denth

Despite communist cUlrr— oi 
bumper crops, basic rations for

for power — Just two weeks be- 
fore the filing deadline for can- 
didates for public office — it ap- 
pears doubtful the Democrats 
in Ada will be able to put up 
a united front. 

Republicans admittedly are in 
trouble in their quest to retain 
oontrol of the state senate and 
party leaders believe that cam- 
paign will be touch and go. 

In the house, however, they 
had a five-vote margin last time 
and were expected to Increase 
that hold this time under the 
reapportionment, barring some 
Democratic upsets in Republi- 
can strongholds. 

The Democrats met in Boise 
last winter to map their strategy 
In legislative compalgns and one 
of their goals was to engineer 
some upsets. With gains in rep- 
resentation In such Democratic 
counties as Banifock they had 
hoped to pick up some seats In 
Republican counties like Ada and 
Canyon this time. 

Many felt they might at least 
reduce the Republican gains un- 
der reapportionment and even 
get control by a vote or two. 

While some who signed the 
Bradley petition In Ada county 
admitted It might hurt the par- 
ty's chances of getting some rep- 
resentation In the legislature 
they still felt they should change 
leadership. They remain bitter 
about the meeting last May In 
which the Bennett forces grab- 
bed control of the central com- 
mittee and want to restore the 
ousted ieaders. 

Not all those who stood be- 
hind Bradley last May signed, 
the petition to restore him to 
power, however,' One precinct 
committeewoman who backed 
Bradley the last time refused to 
go along with the latest move. 

"I felt It was wrong the lost 
time." she said, "and I feel it's 
wrong now. We should stand to- 
gether and quit all this fighting." 

Whatever the outcome of the 
battle between the two factions 
many In the party feel It Is go- 
ing to have a direct effect not 
only on the legislative races but 
on courthouse hopes and possibly 
the state nominating convention 
In June. 

As the state's most populous 
county. Ada will have a large 
contingent of delegates at the
